Response to Arguments 
Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 1,6,7,12,15-17 have been 
considered but are moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102

• wherein the circumferential groove extends into the torsion bar more 
deeply in a radial direction than the trough or otherwise lowest surface 
between the gear teeth of the adjacent gear (see fig 5. groove clearly 
extends more deeply in a radial direction) 

• the circumferential groove having one side boundary surface on the flange 
and the opposite side boundary surface adjacent to and radially deeper 
than the trough between the gear teeth of said gear (see fig 5)
